In determ ining the safety o f these 
reso rts, po llen co unts are made by 
ex po sing to the air flat glass plates, 
with a thin layer o f gelatin o r vase­ 
line o n the bo tto m. The po llen par 
tides light o n the gelatine and are 
easy to reco gnize under the micro ­ 
sco pe. 
2. Air-co n d itio n ed ro o ms, o r a ir 
filters. 
Fo r the hay-feverite who canno t 
affo rd a vacatio n, o r to spend six 
weeks away fro m wo rk, I believe 
mo re relief is affo rded by air filters 
in the windo w o f the sleeping ro o m 
o r air-co nditio ned ro o ms, than any­ 
thing. The filters are made o f wo ven 
wo o l o r co tto n, o r, best, o f layers o f 
cellulo se. Into o ne side o f a cellulo se 
filter 65,000,000 po llen grains were 
intro duced. N o t a single grain o f 
po llen was fo und o n slides held o ver 
the o utlet. 


Gives Sufferer Relief 


The disadvantage o f these filters 
is that they prevent free circulatio n 
in the sleeping ro o m and it may be­ 
co me ho t and stuffy. But an electric 
fan is permissible, and at any rate 
the relief is eno ugh to enco urage the 
victim to endure lesser disco mfo rts. 
So metimes relief persists all thro ugh 
the day after a night in an air-co n­ 
ditio ned o r air-filtered ro o m. 
An electro static cleaner is also o n 
the m arket which attracts and ho lds 
po llen and dust particles o n electric 
plates. It is able to free a ro o m o f 
po llen 100 per cent.

New W ays Found To I reat H ay Fever 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ASSUMING that you may have 
taken pollen extract to prevent your 
hay fever and that it didn’t work, 
or that you are caught in a season 
and are suffering, whether you tried 
anything to prevent it or not, what 
can you do for the treatment of hay 
fever? 
Four possibilities: 
I. 
Climate.

Pollen Counts Made 
In determining the safety of these 
resorts, pollen counts are made by 
exposing to the air flat glass plates, 
with a thin layer of gelatin or vase­ 
line on the bottom. The pollen par­ 
ticles light on the gelatine and are 
easy to recognize under the micro­ 
scope. 
2. Air-conditioned rooms, or air 
filters. 
For the hay-feverite who cannot 
afford a vacation, or to spend six 
weeks away from work, I believe 
more relief is afforded by air filters 
in the window of the sleeping room 
or air-conditioned rooms, than any­ 
thing. The filters are made of woven 
wool or cotton, or, best, of layers of 
cellulose. Into one side of a cellulose 
filter 65,000,000 pollen grains were 
introduced. Not a single grain of 
pollen was found on slides held over 
the outlet. 
Gives Sufferer Relief 
The disadvantage of these filters 
is that they prevent free circulation 
in the sleeping room and it may be­ 
come hot and stuffy. But an electric 
fan is permissible, and at any rate 
the relief is enough to encourage the 
victim to endure lesser discomforts. 
Sometimes relief persists all through 
the day after a night in an air-con­ 
ditioned or air-filtered room. 
An electrostatic cleaner is also on 
the market which attracts and holds 
pollen and dust particles on electric 
plates. It is able to free a room of 
pollen IOO per cent. 
8. Medical treatment. 
Daniel Webster stated that while 


whiskey did not relieve his hay fever 
it created a mental state in which he 
didn’t care. That is about all that 
can be said for it. In most people it 
increases the symptoms. 
Local Remedies Used 
Local remedies to the nose and 
eyes: Douching with ordinary salt 
water (nose) and boric acid solution 
(eyes) gives some relief and washes 
out the pollen accumulation. 
Adrenalin solution to both eyes 
and nose gives more but temporary 
relief. Ephedrine has the same ac­ 
tion as adrenalin. Benzedrine in­ 
halations may have the effect of 
clearing the nose. Estivin, a liquid 
preparation of rosa gallica (sweet­ 
brier) gives more local relief to eyes 
and nose to more people than any 
local remedy known to me. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
S. T.: “What would be the cause 
of a slight hemorrhage of the bowels 
during a passage?” 
Answer: A small fissure or a hem­ 
orrhoid. 


S. H. E.: “Would you please state 
to what degree Fahrenheit would 
water containing typhoid bacilli 
have to be raised to kill the germ? 
Also for scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
and the germ that causes septic sore 
throat.” 
Answer: Typhoid bacilli are com­ 
paratively easy to kill by heat; a 
Fahrenheit temperature of 150 de­ 
grees for three minutes will do it. 
But for water purification it is 
safest to boil for three minutes. 


Reader: “In case of a stubborn 
skin trouble and also a small ulcer 
on the leg, could it be possible that 
the system is not getting enough 
vitamins?” 
Answer: No, too many things are 
blamed on vitamins. This is plain­ 
ly a case of bad circulation due to 
varicose veins. 
They should be 
treated by injection if possible. 


J. W.: “I would like to know if it 
is healthy to have flowers growing 
in the bedrooms and other parte of 
the house.” 
Answer: Most flowers are pleas­ 
ant and healthy in the bedrooms. 
Some people are very sensitive to 
certain plants, such as primroses.

Primulas should be divided every 
three years even though the plants 
do not seem too large. When sep­ 
arated, 
primulas 
bloom

freely. 
If you are planting primulas in 
the rock garden, place them on 
the north side of a large boulder 
as shown in today’s Garden-Graph.
